At his baptism he rer 
ceived the name of Paul Nicholadso, 
which he still uses, because his Circas- 
sian name is scarcely pronounceable 
for English tongues. He is 50 years 
old, though he does not look 40. He 
is a distinguished and striking looking 
gentleman. He speaks English well, 
but with some traces of familiarity with 
guttural tones. 
Mr, Nicholadso was 


induced by The Jinquircr to break 
through his habitual reticence concern- 
ing himself and his country, aud his 
conversation is as interesting and al- 
most as strange as one of Verne's wild, 
cst romances. 


I asked Mr. Nicholadse the other 


day about the Circassian women: "Are 
they as beautiful as we are led to sup- 
pose?" 


Said he: "Yes, sir; nearly all are.

ast to west, and 1,500 from north to 
outh, or an area of 8,000,000 square, 
niles. Into its majestic waters pour 
coders which take their rise in tho 
tocky Mountains on tho west and in 
>abrador on the east, while southward 
t stretches out its river-roots away be- 
ow the 4'Jfh parallel until they tap the 
ame lake-source which sends a stream 
nto the Gulf of Mexico. 
Despite its 


istance northward, its blue waves aro 


never bound by icy fetters, and its 
jroad gate-way to tho Atlantic is cer- 
ainly navigable four mouths out of tho 
ear, aud possibly all the year round 
to properly eqm'p'ped steamships.

is a California corporation organized 
for the transaction of the fur bus« 
iness in Alaskan waters and is the 
second largest or most powerful cor- 
poration in the United States 
By 


virtue of nn act of Congress passed in 
1870 they contracted with the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for the ex- 
clusive right to take fur seals on the 
islands of St. George and St. Paul in 
the Bchring Sea, and about 200 mile s 
from the Ilussian line, these islands, 
being the only places where the seal 
congregate in any considerable num- 
bers, and it is estimated that 12,000,- 
000 annually come upon the islands, 
their contract limits them to killing 
100,000 annually. 
Besides this ex- 


clusive privilege, which is the basis of 
their business, the company have over 
fifty sub stations on tha main land and 
various islands where they establish 
depots of supplies and employ the na- 
tives in hunting fur producing animals 
of all kinds, the sea otter being the 
most valuable of all fur, each skin be- 
ing worth from $100 to $500. The 
natives are happy in the enjoyment of 
their Greek Catholic religion and in the 
possession of an abundance of provis- 
ions furnished by the company, which 
1 consider the greatest civilizer in 
Alaska, and I consider it a great wrong 
for the Christian churches to send 
their missionaries among these creat- 
ures to stir them up and make them 
unhappy. Their elToits and their ex- 
penditures are also entirely lost on a 
people whose condition and happiness 
they cannot improve.

is the first of the seal islands, was 
reached by us yesterday morning at 
daylight, the ship anchored and the 
natives pulled out to us with a large 
skin boat, (Bidarra,) taking the agent 
autl uuys a'lioit.

is our home and I am writing this 
letter on the desk in the Government 
house, where we are comfortably fixed. 
The house is a cottage, 30 bv 42 feet, 
with four rooms, hall, pantry, clothes 
presses and coal house all completely 
and comfortably furnished. The pop- 
ulation of the town on the first of 
January last ft as, males, 97 , females, 
140 , numbei of marriages last year, 
2, births, 1C; deaths, 12. A good 
school is kept going eight months of 
the year, and as in Onnalaska and St. 
George the church looms up as the 
most imposing building in the place, 
with its chimes of bells, there is also 
a chime of bells hung up in the grave- 
yard to make music for the funeral 
cortege. This is the most important 
station of the company as they take 
75,000 to 85,000 seals here annually. 
The killing will commence next week, 
when we all will be kept very busy.

reverence for fermentation, while their 
very ignorance of its causes and pro- 
cesses made it exceedingly difficult 
for them to pieteive their fermented 
drinks ftom turning into vinegar. 


Being ignorant of distillation they 


could not a< is now the practice, forti- 
fy their wines with distilled spirits, 
and their most common drinks must 
have been from unfermentcd juices, 
either pressed direct from the fresh 
fruit or boiled down and kept in skins 
or earthen pots and jars, deposited for 
coolness in the ground or under water ; 
cr extracted from dried grapes soaked 
in water, etc. 


The drinking of fermented liquors 


was with them largely a religious rite : 
their banquets were even opened with 
propitiatory or grateful libations to 
the deities, while we use our number- 
less and highly alcoholized drinks as 
social and physici.il stimulants and 
anodgnes. 


The fermented drinks of antiquity 


were but litlle adulterated, almost in- 
variably diluted, and associated with a 
reverential, if undeveloped and mystic 
worship.

In the worst wells in daily use 


the water is distinctly colored with 
sewage ; but the most deadly 
water 


may carry only the germs of typhoid- 
fever or of dysentery, and be otherwise 
sparklingly clear, and so pure as to 
pass unchallenged through the most 
chemical analysis. The story is es- 
sentially the same as may be told of 
any compactly-built city, especially of 
the older parts, where the same houses 
have been occupied for hundreds of 
years.

with very little exercise, 
far better 


health and more strength than 
at 


E 


resent they experience on meat and 
cavy puddings, baker's bread, aud 


cheese. 


Of course there are workers who bo- 


loug to neitlu-.r of these two extreme 
classes indicated, and whoso habits can 
not bo described as sedentary, but who 
occupy a middle place between the 
two. 
For such some corresponding 


moclilicatiou of the dietary is naturally 
appropriate. Hut it is a vulgar error 
to regard meat in any form as neces- 
sary to life; if for any it is necessary, 
t is for the hard-working outdoor la- 
borers, and for these a certain propor- 
tion is no doubt desirable. Animal 
lesu is useful, also, as a concentrated 
'win of nutriment, valuable for its 
portability, and for the small space it 
occupies in the stomach—unrivaled in 
:crtaiu 
circumstances. 
Liko every 


other description of food, it is highly 
useful in its place, but is by no means 
necessary for a large proportion of tho 
jopulation. To many it has become 
>artially desirable ouly by force of hab- 
t and because their digestive organs 
lave thus been trained to deal with it, 
and at lirst resent a change. But this 
jeing gradually made, adaption takes 
)lace, and the individual who has con- 
tuucd two or tlit'oc meat meals daily 
vith sonic littlo discomfort, chielly 
rom being too often indisposed to make 
ictivo exertions, becomes, after sulii- 
siont time has elapsed, stronger, light- 
r, and happier, as well as better teui- 
icred aud manifestly healthier, on tho 
noro delicate dietary sketched. 


People iu general havo very inadc- 
uate ideas of tlio groat power ol habit 
alone in forming what they believe to 
'ID innate personal peculiarities, or in 
coating conditions which are appar- 
ntly part of a constitutional necessity, 
aws of their nature, aud essential to 
heir existence. 
Many of these peculi- 


irities are solely due to habit—that is, 
o long continuance iu a routine of ac- 
ion, adopted, it may bo, without mo- 
ivo or design; and people are apt to 
orget that if a routine of precisely op- 
josito character had been adopted pre- 
isely opposite conditions would havo 
ieen established, and opposite pcculi- 
.rities would have become dominant, 
s their contraries arc now. Alteration* 
Q the dietary, especially of elderly 
)crsons, should be maJe gradually aud 
vith caution. This condition fulh'lled.

Certainly, if meat did not appear in 
the nursery until tho children sent for 
it, it would be rarely scon there, and 
tho young ones would, as a rule, thrive 
on milk and eggs, with tlie varied pro- 
duce of tho vegetable kinffdom.—Sir 
Henry 'flutmpson, in Ike Nineteenth Cen- 
tury.
